for service ia India. I bave been here 
five years now, and do not begin to 
ftud anything tame ov commonplace. 
The most ordinary happenings are 
full of Interest, and the most ordin- 
ary people are picturesque in the ex- 
treme. For instance, as I look out of 
my office window I see a woman 
carrying an enormous bundle strap- 
ped on to her shoulders, and right on 
lop of this a dear little curly-headed 
mite Is perched, not held by any 
fastening, but appearing perfectly 
unconcerned and unafraid. Then 
come groups or people from the 
factories, wearing turbans and saris 
of eveiy possible color and type, 
children from the schools, wearlug 
bright greens, pinkB, violets, and 
yellows, no combinations of colors 
looking Inharmonious or out of place 
on these beautiful brown skins, any 
more than the varl-colored flowers 
look incongruous on the brown earth 
with the green grann and leaves. 

"The Indian women, even of the 
poorest classes, have such a regal 
carriage and easy walk, due, I should 
think, to the fashion of carrying 
everything on the. head, from n roll- 
ed-up cloth or umprolla to very heavy 
loads of every description. T saw a 
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woman, the other day, with three 
large vessels of milk, one on top of 
the other, and carrying a baby In one 
arm and holdf.g another child by the 
hand. Another tlmo It was a little 
boy. carrying a big basket of. eggs, 
with a chicken in the middle of the 
er E s. talking and gesticulating, and 
not attempting to steady the baaket 
with his hands. I think It Is won- 
derful. 

"It is about The Army and my 
work that I ought to be wilting. 1 do 
uot often open the Bible at hap- 
hazard, hoping for guidance and In- 
spiration, hut when told that I wag 
accepted for India, 1 did ask God to 
give me some special token, and He 
at once directed my attention to 
veraeB 1 had never noticed hefore— 
Psalm 92, verses 13 and 14. These 
have been Ave of the happiest years 
In a very happy life, during which 
time there have been several crises 
when God has especially used me. 
For instance, at the time of the rlota 
in Bombay. I know that the younger 
Officers were glad to have me here, 
and before that, when Simla was 
evacuated by us and the different. 
Territories were formed, the ex- 
perience gained in the Foreign Office 
was useful. Then again. In one par- 
ticular season when we had Illness of 
almost every description amongst the 
Staff, nnd I seemed to be taking 
someone down to the hospital nearly 
every week, I was glad that I was a 
little older and perhaps toughor than 
the others. I only mention these 
things to show how, in God's hands, 
the very circumstances and con- 
ditions that would appear to militate 
against our usefulness have the very 
opposite effect. 

"At present I am doing the Secre- 
tarial work for both the Territorial 
Commander and the Chief Secretary, 
two broad-minded, large-hearted Sal- 
vationists. I like my work very 
much, am enjoying good health, and 
finding all sorts of opportunities for 
usefulness, although not able to do 
much In the actual vernacular work 
for the people.

HERBERT Freeland, who was dedicated in The Army and occasionally wor- 
shipped at Toronto 1. Citadel, died very suddenly following a plucky and 
praiseworthy act. Leaving his wife and infant son with a cheery fare- 
well and a lingering caress on a recent Tuesday afternoon, Freeland stepped 
out happily for work. At Wells and Bathurst Streets, Toronto, as he was 
about to board a street car, he saw another mother and another son as deaT 
to someone as those he had just left at home were to him, in deadly peril, 
startled, confused. A runaway horse hore madly down upon them. In the 
cxeitement tbe baby carriage was overturned, there was no escape. The 
horse must he stopped. So Freeland jumped, grasped the bridle a moment, 
swayed, slipped, grasped again, then fell beneath the pounding hoofs. 

Four hours later Herhert Freeland died from his injuries without re- 
gaining consciousness— the mother and babies were saved. 

Adjutant Johnston, of Toronto 1., conducted a Funeral Service at the 
undertaking parlors. For a full hour before the service began, crowds filed 
into tbe parlor to pay homage to a brave man, while hundreds waited outside, 
held hack by a re-enforced police squad. 

When the flag-draped casket, borne on the shoulders of five stalwart 
soldiers and a British sailor, was carried to tho undraped gun carriage, a 
thousand hsads were bared; traffic was stopped and silenced in. all directions. 

Choosing hl3 text from the book, of Hebrews, Adjutant Johnston read: . 
'It Is appointed unto men once to die, but after this the judgment." In a 3imple 
story of faith, he comforted the sorrowinu friends and relatives, dwelt on 
the dead hero's boyhood days, his generosity of spirit and sincere citizenship. 

"Herbert Freeland paid the supreme sacrifice no less than had he died 
on the field ot battle," he said. . 

"When this man's country needed help, help for a risky business in dark 
days of war, he volunteered his services," continued the Adjutant, "and in 
civil life, when a mother needed help, also from a very risky business, 
he proved himself no less willing to risk his all that they might live. Free- 
land accomplished his purpose and gave his all in so doing, but there is no 
Victoria Cross In civil life. 

"We are here to honor tbe memory of a brave man, a man who was tried 
on more than one occasion, and not found wanting: may we, who are left, 
emulate his oxample. I can hut repeat those immortal words, "Greater love 
hath no man than this, that, a man lay down his life for his friends. • 
. "Freeland went further than that, he laid down his life for those whom 
lie had never met— total strangers to him— can we Bay more?"

Only the fringe of what has oc- 
curred can be touched upon In this 
article which will ehow In a small 
degree the far-reaching effect the 
Campaign has had in two Toronto 
Divisions.

Sweeten with honey, 
sugar or molasses; or add salt and 
butter. The gruel should be eaten 
hot.

accomplish by platitudes. They commenced at once to overthrow 
Him. The multitudes followed Jesus and the common people 
were His supporters. They saw His miracles and judged thereby 
His ability to destroy His enemies. His followers were astonished 
and annoyed at His apparent apathy toward His opponents, little 
knowing His rse! plan of action. 

The most terrible, however, was that Pilate, though finding 
no fault in Jesus, condemned Him to be crucified. And SO it seemed 
that the opposing forces had won; all became black, and despair 
possessed His friends. Death to our hopes and ambitions may often 
appear worse than death to the body, and so we find the Disciples 
scattered and Christ went to Calvary alone to die, in apparent dis- 
grace, on a Cross.
